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The Bell Tower is an octagonal structure which 
stands in a prominent position on the site of the ancient 
castle built by Edward I. (1296). Parts of the walls of 
5 this castle are still in existence, calling to the mind of 

* the visitor the numerous struggles between the English 

a and Scotch of which this town has been the scene. The 

•a Bell Tower is so named because, it being the highest 

o portion of the fortifications the alarm bell was suspended
